In view of applicants' response filed 5/29/07 only the following 
applies. 

Claims 1,4,6,7,10,11,18-21,23-27,30-35,37-47 and 53 remain 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

.Reason #2 of the previous action remains. While imidazole species have 
been deleted from the list of exclusions at the end of claiml , the last 
species which is a pyrazole also appears to be extraneous as stated 
previously. As far as the examiner can determine the only variable 
permitted as a substituent on Ar 1 that can contain an aminomethyl link that 
is further substituted with an isoxazole.etc. is X 2 R c R d . While X 2 can be N, 
R c and R d can only be alkyl, haloalkyl or cycloalkyl. Applicants are 
requested to carefully check their generic scope and indicate if the 
examiner is correct or not. 

The remaining 112 rejections have been overcome. It is noted that 
the amended claim language for NR c R d and NR f R 9 is literally described on 
p. 13 and 14 with scope of "heteroatom(s) as N and O defined on p. 10. The 
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generic scope is otherwise fairly representative of compounds made and 
tested. 

The rejection over Beavers is withdrawn as applicants note that only 
a 2 carbon fragment (including C(=0)) is permitted between piperazine and 
HAr rings which is further removed from eg. 7 in Beavers and is otherwise 
not within the teachings of Beavers. 

Claims 1,4,6,7,10,11,18-21,23-27,30-35,37-47 and 53 remain 
rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims of U.S. Patent No. 7,157,464 (formerly 
10/460,752). Applicants do not traverse this rejection but rather intend to 
file a Terminal Disclaimer if the case is otherwise in condition for allowance. 

Parent history remains object to for reason given in the 1 st Office 
Action. Additionally, status of parent should be updated.
